Calley told reporters at 
Fort Banning, Ga., he was

Veterans began turning 
themselves into their local 
jails, claiming they were just 
as guilty.

Galley's conviction and con* 
cem about its effect upon the 
nation’s fighting men. 

Several radio stations sus¬ 
pended Army public service 
announcements on thet, air in 
protest against the conviction. 
An American Legion port In 
Columbus, Ga., started a 
campaign to raise $ 100,000 to 
finance Cailey’s appeal.

Calley's guilt.” Medina faces 
trial on two counts of murder 
in the My Lai case. 

.Th South Vietnam, many of

One said Calley got “a bum 
rap for something we’ve all

Among 30 enlisted men 
interviewed Wednesday before 
Galley was sentenced to life, 
there was not one who agreed 
with the jury’s decision that 
he committed premeditated 
murder at My Lai. Many of 
them had been in combat In 
tiie same hostile hlUs.

Voodoo Gap 
Worries 
NORAD 


OTTAWA fCP) - The 
North American Air Defence 
Command Wednesday was 
reported “quite concerned’’ 
about withdrawal from day-to- 
day flying operations of 
Canada s entire fleet of CF- 
101 Voodoo interceptors. 

The a p p roximately 55 
planes, backbone of the Cana¬ 
dian contribution to conti¬ 
nental air defence, have been 
grounded indefinitely for all 
but emergency operations. 
Cause is an engine defect 
Informed sources said 
NORAD, with headquarters in 
Colorado Springs. Colo, is 
fully aware of the problem 
and Is quite concerned 
Command officers were 
said to be in continuous 
consultation with Canadian 
officers on the matter, and 
trying to help Canada line up 
the necessary replacement 
parts. But there wa6 no 
indication when the planes 
will be back in service. . 


Canadian officials empha¬ 
sized that despite the severe 
curtailment, Canada can 
honor its commitment to 
NORAD. 

The twin-engine Jets, built 
by McDonnell Aircraft of St 
Louis, Mo., and equipped to 
carry nuclear weapons, are 
still ready to "scramble” Into 
o|>eration in the event of an 
alarm touched off by sus- 
, peeled Soviet bomber acti¬ 
vity. 

* The decision* In effect, to 
ground them, announced 
Monday by air defence com¬ 
mand in North Bay, Ont., 
fpllowed a series of indica¬ 
tions that the planes were not 
performing properly. 

The most dramatic of these, 
thought not the first, was the 
crash of a Voodoo shortly 
after takeoff from Comox 
B.C Feb. 10.

Early Wednefday. the walk¬ 
outs spread slowly into Sas¬ 
katchewan. 

An estimated 6.000 CNR 
and CPR employees have 
been laid off aa a result of the 
reduced traffic and at least 
two B.C. companies have 
announced or predicted 
further layoffs. 

The Alberta legislature 
unanimously a proved a reso¬ 
lution calling on the federal 
government to spare no effort 
in hailing the walkouts follow¬ 
ing an emergency deiiate on 
the situation. 

British Columbia’s Premier 
Bennett asked the federal 
government to take immedi¬ 
ate action to end the rill 
tieup, which ha said was 
hurting the province's econo¬ 
my. 

Mackassey refused Wednes¬ 
day to take any Immediate 
action to halt the Western 
Canada wildcat walkouts. The 


labor minister noted th* 
walkouts were in defiance of 
the men’s own union leader¬ 
ship. 

The work stoppages were 
triggered by an apparent lack 
of progress in talks to reach a 
wage settlement for a new 
contract to replace the pre¬ 
vious agreements.

Dear Hr. Tln»lmn: I've 
heen in pain for eight months 
with what my doctor called 
"Teel-Zee's disease." Thai s 
the way it sounds 

I unde r> food it to hr a 
sprain of my ribs and breast- 
lions.’and he said it would lie 
all right in six weeks but 
eight months later it still 
hurts. 

Shouldn’t it have healed by 
now? What causes It? What 
can I do to ease the pain or 
prevent it? Honestly, will it 
ever go away? B.A. 

It's called Tietse's disease 
pronounced just the way 
you wrote it It is a painful 
swelling, usually where the 
second rib attaches to the 
breast bone Yes. it is paioful 
— It hurts to breathe or wear 
a bra. and usually occurs in 
women In the 30-to-4Q age 
bracket. 

It is not cancerous: it is not 
a form of arthritis; and your 
doctor's forecast that it 
probably would be all right in 
six weeks was reasonable It 
quite commonly works out

sone-type) material into the 
area usually affords relief <A 
tip: heat, however, usually 
aggravates Die pain.) 

Meantime an interesting 
observation lias been made by 
a physician who kept trad' of 
patients with Tietze's disease. 
He noticed that five of them 
had one leg shorter than tiie 
other. The lump • associated 
with the disease usually 
occurs on tiie left side; with 
Diese cases, the right leg was 
a bit shorter. 

While * the cause of tiie 
disease has not heen defi¬ 
nitely determined, it seems 


likely Dial tills observation 
might lie an enlightening clue. 

Anyway, after noticing that 
seeming connection between 
Die disease and a small 
difference in leg length, the 
doctor advised hw-psHents to 
have a lift of 3-16 to 1-4 of an 
inch on Die shoe, to equalize, 
li would seem to make sense, 
and you might well try it.

Dear br. Tbostcson: When 
a young woman has inter¬ 
course and takes no precau¬ 
tions. Die result )s a baby. 
What happens to a woman 
past menopause? Is the 
sperm absorbed? Will there 
lie ill effects if she doesn't 
always douche?—A.8. 

Correction: The result MAY 
he a baby But only one of tiie 
millions of s|>erin cells is 
involved in the pregnancy. 
The rest drain away 
harmlessly. 

After menopause, douching 
is not necessary, and not even 
advisable. The sperm drains 
away just as most of it tall 
hut an occasional single cell) 
drains away before meno¬ 
pause. too And without harm.

CALCUTTA. India (AP) - 
President Agha Mohammed | 
Yahya Khan's army has 
restored order throughout 
hast Pakistan where |>eople 1 
are "preparing to resume 
normal economic life." the 
official Radio Pakistan an¬ 
nounced Wednesday. 

An estimated 50.000 | 
Punjabi, Pathan and Baluchi | 
soldiers from West Pakistan 
are reported to have fanned 
out across the breakaway 
eastern province, surrounding 
many major towns. 

But there were oilier re¬ 
pents reaching Calcutta of 
continued fierce fighting and 
claims , by both sides of 
massacres and atrocities. 

There were still other 
claims from rebel chieftain 
Sheik Mujibur Rahman's sup- i 
porters, believed exaggerated 
at best, that the ill-armed 
warriors of Bangla Desh 
(Bengali Nation) had cap¬ 
tured the provincial capital of 
Dacca and tiiree important 
airports. 

Reports reaching Calcutta 
Indicate the secessionists are 
counting heavily on assistance 
from neighboring India to 
save tlicir rebellion a move' 
considered highly unlikely.

Although in * p i r i t the 
Indians are with the Bengalis 
in Uieir light against the 
tough troops of Pakistan, few 
volunteers have gone to Uieir 
aid.

T HE PRESENT TURMOIL In Pakistan, which 
appeal's to be more desperate than it ever 
has been since ttie country was created in 1947, 
might be taken in support of a theory that the 
power of religious belief in maintaining unity is 
waning in even the most backward countries of the 
world. 


the Brahmaputra and Ganges, find their ways to 
the sea. 


Pakistan was founded on the Muslim religion. 
In the partition of India, on the eve of Britain’s 
withdrawal from that empire, the regions of West 
Punjab and East Bengal were assigned to Pakistan 
as a homeland for Indian Muslims. They were the 
areas where Muslims chiefly were concentrated. 

But except for religion, East and West 
Pakistan are as different as the 1,000 miles of 
India that separate them, and more than ever it is 
apparent that the divided-nation plan was too 
vaguely conceived. 

The two wings differ from each other in ways 
which inevitably give the West the whip hand. The 
West is a solid and stable land of mountains, plains 
and desert; the East a land uf shifting waters 
through which the two mightiest rivers of India, 


The people of the West are stolid farmers and 
vigorous frontiersmen who have dominated, from 
the beginning, their countrymen on the other side 
of India. X ....ywww 

The Easterners are sensitive and have had a 
reputation of timidness which has gradually 
diminished with the power of poverty driving 
them to their most violent bid yet for autonomy 
It may be an over simplification to place the 
problem of Pakistan wholly on the state of 
starvation that exists, particularly, in the East, hut 
much of the discontent can be traced to the over-all 
economy of the land. 

It wasn’t too long ago that the average income 
per head was listed at the equivalent of $84 a year 
for West Pakistan and only $36 for the East. 

As low as the two are, it is the difference that 
has divided these people^:>f the same religious 
belief, a division that has widened to. the point 
where it is apparent that faith alone is not 
enough for the two ever to live in contentment as 
one.

Aleutian Nuclear Testing 






T HE TABLING of the substance of a Canadian 
note to Washington on further U.S. under- ■ 
ground nuclear testing in the Aleutian Islands, and 
an American reply, discloses that Ottawa contends 
that it would he “imprudent to discount and - 
impossible to eliminate completely any element of 
risk for Canadian territory." The United States for 
its p^i't says the Canadian position will be taken 
into account. Of course the United States will have 
to lake much more into consideration, including 
the safety of many of its own citizens and those of 
other countries besides Canada around the North 
Pacific rim. 

Eighteen months ago, despite similar fears, a 
one megaton blast was set off underground on 
Amchitka Island, out near the end of the Aleutian 
chain. It had no serious consequences. But the next 
such explosion if it is carried out is expected to be 
substantially more powerful. Amchitka, as the 
Canadian government has noted, is in a region 
known to he prone to earth disturbances, and thus 
the dangers include the triggering of earthquakes 
and tidal waves, as well as the venting of 
radioactive materials above the surface. 

Because of the general pattern of air 
movement this last hazard might apply foremost to 
Alaska and Canada. But the tidal wave danger 


could be equal in all directions. Amchitka is nearly 
equidistant — about 2,500 miles — from 
Vancouver Island, Hawaii and the central part of 
.Japan. It is only about 700 miles from the Soviet 
Union’s Kamchatka Peninsula, and about twice as 
far away from the northernmost coast of the Gulf 
of Alaska.* A tidal wave peril for the British 
Columbia coast would be an equal peril for millions 
of Japanese, Americans and Russians, among 
ot hers 

Thus it must be taken for granted that if the 
Nixon administration believes it safe to proceed 
with the next and bigger nuclear explosion on 
Amchitka, this belief will be based on the kind of 
authoritative advice that permits no doubts. The 
stakes, both in possible human suffering and in 
world opinion, are just too high. 

Nevertheless, such threat as there may be 
serves to remind the world that the nuclear arms 
race between the two super-powers continues, long 
past the point of “overkill,” and that pressure 
should mount' for a reversal of the process. One is 
tempted even to think that this too is taken into 
consideration In the U.S. selection of a testing 
ground virtually on the Soviet Union’s back door¬ 
step, not in the Western Hemisphere but in the far, 
far East.

But the Span¬ 
iards are wary, and anyway, 
their shipyards have all the 
orders they can handle right 
now. 

The recent excision from 
Mexico of five Soviet diplo¬ 
mat* at one throw will not 
have gone unnoticed here, 
although the event so far has 
received remarkably little at¬ 
tention in (he Spanish press.

versity in Moscow. 

The expelled Soviet charge 
d'affaires. Dmitry Dyakonov. 
had previously heen exiiellei) 
from Argentina in 1959 and 
from Brazil in 1963 for 
espionage activities. 
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that Is, changing levels of 
interest rates — as a major 
weapon In fighting inflation In 
Canada, because of the Cana¬ 
dian balance - of - payments 
problems. 

If interest rates are in¬ 
creased to reduce domestic 
economic activity, capital will 
flow into the country and the 
value of the Canadian dollar 
in foreign markets will go up. 
This would substantially 
hinder Canada's export trade 
and create even more unem¬ 
ployment. 

It appears, therefore, that 
in future, inflation is going to 
Jiavp to he controlled through 
something other than mone¬ 
tary policy. 

What are the alternatives? 
Since prices are established 
In a competitive economy by 
both supply and demand, it 
seems to me that If 
restricting demand is for 
many reasons an ineffective 
wav to control inflation — 
efforts should be made to 
increase supply, and In par¬ 
ticular to insure competition. 

The effectiveness of com¬ 
petition In keeping prices 
down has been demonstrated 
recently by the results on the 
cost of food of the price-war 
among supermarkets in some 
areas of Canada 
In fact, that comjiclition 
h's probably been the most 
effective factor in keeping 
prices down in the past 
quarter Obviously, we should 
have more of it. 

There are two ways of 
increasing competition: 

• One is to develop and 
enforce an effective competi¬ 
tion |x»licy in the nation More 
than two years ago. the 
Fconomic Council ill Canada 
released an extremely worth¬ 
while program for increasing 
competition, but so far legis¬ 
lation has not been brought 
forth to translate the ideas 
into I *w. 

• In addition. In many 
segments of the economy 
competition can !>e Increased 
by lowering tariffs. If there is 
evidence that prices are ris¬ 
ing unduly because of limits 
on supply, surely tariffs 
should be reduced so that 
Inflation can be contained 

Competition must lie in¬ 
creased not only among the 
suppliers of goods, however, 
but also among the suppliers 
of services. Increases in 
wages and salaries have heen 
among the most inflationary 
forces in the economy during 
the past few years. 

Therefore. It 4» essential 
that any competition policy 
should cover those industries 
and professions that supply 
services as well as goods 
and this, of course, must 
include labor unions, medical 
a s s o c I ations. and other 
groups. 

In addition to increasing 
competition and fierhaps 
even more important in any 
fight to control inflation 
there is the necessity of 
increasing output This means 
there must l>c incentives to 
increase productivity through 
investment i n ,pjant and 
equipment Such investments 
can lie stimulated through 
proper tax policies 

Finally, it may well )>e that 
certain sectors of the 
economy need special pro¬ 
grams. 

For example, one of the 
major factors in Canada's 
inflation has been the rapid 
increase in the cost of shelter. 

E x i sting anti-inflationary 
policies have basically added 
to inflation, not prevented it, 
through limiting construction. 

C o n s e quently. a basic 
essential for every family 
living space has befcn 
forced up in price by jwlicies 
that were designed to lower 
prices. 

One of the major ways to 
reduce..prices is by substan¬ 
tially increasing the supply of 
shelter, and so no anti- 
inflation urogram should "he 
designed in such a way that it 
prevents building 

In other words, the experi¬ 
ence of the residential-mn- 
struetion industry demon- 
'trates. and there are count¬ 
less other examples, that 
inflation will not he controlled 
in Canada through broad 
across-the-board policies. 

We must have selective 
programs designed to achieve 
specific goals in specific 
segments of the economy. 

Inflation may tic a continu¬ 
ing problem. But it is not an 
insoluable one if we are will¬ 
ing to accept the fact that 
exp anding production, in¬ 
creasing competition and us¬ 
ing selective policies to meet 
special needs can stop the 
rrpsion of the value of the 
dollar. 

Inflation will never be 
beaten if we insist on fighting 
it with broad restrictive poli¬ 
cies. such as we have used in 
the past, as our. ' major 
weapon. 
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where shopping is like a raise in pay

Sevigny said he presumed 
the fish were forced towards 
shore by high winds last 
Sunday and were trapped in 
pools or sand ripples and 
were unable to return to deep 
water when the tide dropped. 

John Henseri. chairman of 


the Kitimat Pollution Com¬ 
mittee. said earliej* things 
have been going wrong in 
Douglas Channel since the 
Eurocan pulp end paper plant 
went into operation in Kitimat 
last year ' 

He said sports fishermen 
have not caught any fish in 
the area this year, algae has 


stopped growing on boats in 
the marina, and kelp and 
other seaweed are dying off 
as far as four miles down the 
channel. 

"Even the Indians who live 
three miles across the inlet 
aix- only catching a fraction 
of the usual number of 
salmon,” ha said. 


But Alex Van Allen, vice* 
president of operations for 
Eurocan, said* Wednesday the 
mill is not responsible for the 
death of fish In the area. 

“Waste material from the 
mill Is tested several times 
daily and all of these tests 
have been well within the 


limits set by govemmant 
authorities." he said. 

The mill forwards samples

EDMONTON (CP> - Six 
men on welfare Wednesday, 
announced plans to give up 
their government lienefits and 
form a co-operative — but 
they won't earn any more 
money. 

The plan, sponsored by 
local businesses, is h>r the six 
men to become directors of 
their own company and sell 
their services as maintained 
of furnaces, lawns, gardens 
and downtown sidewalks 

Each man is to receive 
wages only equal to, and as a 
replacement for, his former 
welfare allowance. Surplus 
funds earned will belong to 
the co-op and are to be used 
to expand the business. 

The project was conceived 
by F. L. W. Binnie, president 
of Lucky’s Investments Ltd., 
who told a news conference 
he formulated the idea after 
hearing somebody say: “AH' 
people on welfare are a hunch 
of bums '’ 

He said the people who join 
this co-op, called Community 


S • r v i e e Association Coop 
Ltd., will be proving to 
employ*** that they are 
interested in bettering them¬ 
selves and that they are not 
gfraid to work. 

The six initial members are 
expected to continue looking 
for regular jobs and are tp be 
replaced by other welfare 
recipient* when they leave 
the co-op to t*k£ up regular 
employment. 

Tile men attended a two- 
tv e ek, government-financed 
course on the management of 
email businesses and another 
on routine maintenance of 
furnaces, provided free by e 
local organization. 

Other organizations donated 
legal services to register the 
co-op, trucks, tools, lawn 
mowers, office space and 
supplies 

“It won’t solve the •unem¬ 
ployment situation," Binnie 
said. “But if it can take 20 
ptfrsons a year off welfare 
then we have a success."

SOME ANSWERS TO 
fRS. AUDREY JOHNSON’S 
QUESTIONS 

Submitted as a personal statement by Ralph G. Allen, Professor and 
Chairman, Deparment of Theatre, University of Victoria. 

By now the somewhat dramatic resignation of Professor Richard Courtney from 
the theatre department of the University of Viotolra to accept an attractive position at 
Calgary has been widely publicised. The reactions of his students and other supporters 
have received some coverage In the newspapers. Those reactions ranged from measured 
and reasoned debate to the carrying of obscene placards. Mrs. Audrey Johnson In her 
most recent Sounding Board (Times, March 8.7) has sailed on this publicity to launch 
a general attack on the policy of the theatre department and its priorities, particu- 
lariy the effort expended on Victoria Fair, the festival of the arts which developed out 
of various evsnta sponsored originally by the summer session of the University. 

I do not consider it ethical to debate the academic and philosophical issues that 
have led a majority of his oolleagues to disagree with some, but not nil, of the objec¬ 
tives of Professor Courtney's work in Developmental Drama. (The term seems to have 
been invented by him; his definition of the field differs in some Important respect* from 
what is usually called Creative Drama and Children’s Theatre.) I am currently prepar¬ 
ing a detailed article expressing my opinions about Developmental Drama for publica¬ 
tion in one of the leading professional journals in oar field. Such.a journal (a a mure 
appropriate forum for debates of this sort than is the Viotoria Times. 

But I cannot remain silent when Mrs. Johnson alleges that Victoria Fair repre¬ 
sents “glamorous window/ dressing” for our theatre department; when she implies tliat 
university funds, which might have expanded Mr. Courtney’s program were spent on the 
“luxury of hiring professional actors for extended periods of time,’’ when she suggests 
that there is little community involvement artistically or financially in the Fair, and when 
she contends that we neglect our educational responsibilities In oader to mount “lavish 
productions for public spectacle.’’ 


Had Mrs. Johnson contacted Dean Garvie or myself before writing her article, as 
one might expect any objective reporter to do, she might have had the answers that she 
suggests 10 rhetorically that she Is seeking. Her article appeared, perhaps fortuitously, 
in the weekend Immediately preceding the opening of our production of Cope de Vega's 
Justice Not Revenge, one of two productions chosen to represent British Columbia at the 
Dominion Drama-Theatre Canada festival in Ottawa. Mrs. Johnson’s article, if unan¬ 
swered, may influence potential supporters of the-Fair, and therefore I feel honour- 
Iiound to reply. I have requested that the managing editor provide me with equal space. 
He responded generously by offering us 1000 words on Saturday, plus an interview about, 
the play. I consulted some of my colleagues who have helped me pay for this advertise¬ 
ment and they felt that our position should be presented in an unabbreviated form and' 
before the opening of our production. 

A few fact* first. Victoria Fair is not nearly as expensive to the University as 
Mrs. Johnson suggests. The budget of the Fair is separate from the Theatre Department. 
The University is not even the major contributor to its support, except in the many 

ovides at no out-of-pocket cost, i.e., offices not 


supplementary spaces and services

used in the summer, shop facilities, rehearsal areas and so forth. Productions on the 
scale mounted by Victoria Fair would be prohibitively expensive if undertaken by a pro¬ 
fessional company, but the Fair’s relationship to the University considerably reduces 
overall costs. The largest cash contribution to the fair comes not from the university, 
hut from thousands of people who bought tickets. Their support is proof that the com¬ 
munity Is interested in our work. The second largest contributors last year were the 
Greater Victoria muntdpalitie*, through the Inter-municipal committee, and we are all 
grateful for the endorsement of the principle that our city and our university can 
effectively co-operate to improve our quality of life. Foundations, businesses and individ¬ 
uals have also lent their financial support- Out of this wide partnership has come a fes¬ 
tival which in three short yean has won considerable recognition throughout North 
America. Ben Metcalfe on the CBG called Victoria Fair “the only place to be” in the 
summer. Henry Hewes, the distinguished critic of the Saturday Review of Literature 
devoted • full page of lavish praise to our first season, and the late Nathan Cohen, 
Canada’s most distinguished theatre critic, praised our achievements and urged 
support for the Fair in one of his last broadcasts. In the educational field the Fair is well 
known, and next month the educational Theatre Journal, the leading publication of its 
kind in North America, will carry a laudatory review of last season’s performances. In 
fact, it is not unfair to say that the national critics have been much more appreciative 
of the achievements of this community project than Mrs. Johnson now seems to be. 
Why Mrs. Johnson is so unenthusiastic about the Fair may be left to the reader to decide. 
The question was raised with her city editor at a Community Arts Council meeting last 
fall. 

But all of this fails to touch the central issue raised by Mrs. Johnson: the edu¬ 
cational value of the Fair and its relationship to the theatre program of the University. 
More than 170 students have taken part in these summer productions, a very few in 
leading roles, many in small supporting roles, some as technical and design assistants. 
The value of experiencing at first-hand the discipline of such a large-scale artistic pro¬ 
ject, one requiring an infinite amount of co-operation and work, is surely Us own justifi¬ 
cation. The benefit to a design student of working with Robert Cothran on what Mrs. 
Johnson rightly calls one of our “opulent” productions is incalculable, and in this one 
particular at least, the experience could not be duplicated anywhere in Canada. But the 
educational value of our productions goes far beyond the specific needs of those few of 
our students who are going to be successful theatre professionals. Indeed, It strikes at 
the heart, of what a theatre program at a University should be, and since I have not 
had the opportunity during the last few weeks to express my opinions publicly on that 
subject, let me conclude by giving you some very personal observations. 

The theatre is worth studying not because of any narrow career objective, hut 
because for 2400 years it has been central to human concerns. If has the same justifica¬ 
tion as a subject that mathematics or English literature or history does and require* 
the same discipline in its study. A theatre program should be consistent with' the serious 
intellectual goals of the university; it should never become simply a laboratory for self- 
expression. It* faculty should encourage new insights, but be suspicious-of any "txperi- 
ment” that is easy or fashionable. 

The serious study of theatre requires that the departmenl sponsor performances, 
and in this respect 1 suppose we have a service function which the more traditional dis¬ 
ciplines do not share. Our productions must be designed to suit the needs not only of 
theatre students, but of the whole university community, for in my view, a theatre is a* 
much a necessity in a university as a library and serves a similar purpose. 

The productions at a university should lie of two kinds: those designed primarily 
a* a teaching device for the participants and those intended to make accessible to uni¬ 
verse

indeed, the alliance must be strengthened. Otherwise the performance of Impor¬ 
tant plays from the past and distinguished contemporary work will survive Qply at the 
national theatres, one or two to a country, which can attract massive government 
subsidy. 

The 'theatre is bard work, but it it finally valued for those moment* of joy which 
it provides for both performers and sud le nee . Joy of any sort is rare enough, but the 
knowledge that it exists gives us the strength to survive all kinds of disappointments. 
Thus, I will be disappointed if Victoria Fair does not continue to grow. Its success will 
depend on the enthusiasm of its audience*, and naturally I hope that all of you will want 
to sm our Ottawa production, JUSTICE NOT REVENGE, in IU preview this week. 
But should Mrs. Johnson have her way, and the University change its perspective about 
(his kind of performance, the theatre department will find other ways to strive In her 
words "to be a leader for the whole of Canada in this important area”. I very much 
doubt “that the chance is gone forever.”

Capozzi said Canadians are 


way down the list when it 
comet to physical fitness, and 
that only 8 per cent of 
Canada's 22 million people 
are involved in any form of 
recreation. - 

He suggested Recreation 
Minister Ken Kieroan confer 
with Education Minister 
Donald Brothers and Peterson . 
to study community needs 
and set aside money for 
community facilities. 

Bruch told Capozzi to keep 
to the issue at hand — the 
estimates of Kleman’s de¬ 
partment. b 

"The minister of recreation 
doesn't build swimming 
pools" said Brpch. 

He should be building 
swimming pools," restored 
Capozzi. 

"Recreation In the com¬ 
munity is not the responsi 


hiUty of the minister of 
recreation," said Bruch. 

Capozzi noted that the 
afternoon's debate had in¬ 
cluded issues of hunting, 
hiking trails. ,ai|d camping, 
and he felt swimming and 
other sports were also recrea- 
tion. "Are ypu suggesting 
recreation doesn't Involve 
swimming?" he asked "If it 
involves swimming doesn’t it 
involve the facilities for 
swimming?" 

Bruch was shouting by this 
time 

YU the member looks at the 
estimates he will find what 
the minister’s responsibilities 
are." 

"Recreation is the responsi¬ 
bility of the minister and that 
involves swimming,*' 
answered Capozzi. 

Peterson interjected, asking 


Capozzi to stop arguing and 
get on with what he wanted to 
say. 

Kieman said the place for 
Capozzi's statements, which 
had to do with extended 
responsibility, were in the 
debates on the throne and 
budget speeches —; and the 
subject had been aired at that 
time. 

Capozzi continued with his 
request for more sports facili¬ 
ties and was told by Bruch 
"we are dealing with Uie 
minister of recreation esti¬ 
mates. He is not responsible 
for tiddlywink games and the 
rest of it.” 

Ruled out of order con¬ 
tinuously, Capozzi kept asking 
what is or is not classified as 
recreation — he insisted that 
swimming is recreation.

Strip Mining Shafted? 


C H $ R L E STON. W. Va. 
(AP) - A disputt over strip 
coal nining has split West 
Virginl* residents, placing 
c o n • » r v atloniats against 
miners In a controversy that 
could t)ean ultimate abolition 
of tht practice, not only here 
but in othtr coal producing 
states es well. 

Opposents of strip mining 
claim tjie method of bulldoz¬ 
ing earth from the surface of 
the ground to reach the fuel 
is devajtati^g the mountains, 
clogging streams with 
boulden and sediment and 


hurting the state's tourism 
industry. 

Supporters claim strip min¬ 
ing generates $232 million in 
revenue within the state each 
year and employs 22.000 per-* 
sons -7.000 directly and 15.000 
more in peripheral service 
and supply jobs. 

Stnp miners at a recent 
rally carried signs reading: 
"We hear a lot about ecology. 
If you're hungry do you bake, 
boil or fry it?” and "What dp 
you want: scarred hillsides or 
starving children?" 

Hie state senate passed 
legislation in an effort to 
require more restoration of 


strip mihed lands and to 
rcgulahe the industry. The 
measure doubles the state's 
reclamation staff, raises from 
$100 to $500 an acre the bond 
which must be posted to get a 
stripping permit and raises 
from $30 to $60 an acre the 
fee charged for permits which 
goes to a special fund to 
reclaim "orphaned lands " 
Some strippers have pre¬ 
ferred to forfeit their bond in 
the past because that has 
been cheaper than reclama¬ 
tion. Supporters of the senate 
bill say an increase to $500 an 
acre will force the strippers 
to reclaim land. 


Some 15.000 moose- *-are 
trapped end starving in deep, 
crusted snow in the Cariboo, 
according to Alex Fraser (SC 

Cariboo).

Fraser, noting there has 
been a $15 million special 
vote for parks, asked the 
minister to spend some of it 
t Up in his area — especially at 
Alexis Creek, west of 
Williams i-ake.

A Him asked for mpre protec¬ 
tion against poaching in his 
area. 

There Is. lie said, only one 
game warden and one RCMP 
man to cover 61,700 square 
miles near the BC.-Yukon 
border. 

He said there are reports of 
American airlifts bringing un¬ 
licenced tag game hunters 
into the area. • 

Up until last year, said 
Atlin. there had only been one 
RCMP man covering Atlin, 
Telegraph Creek and Cassiax. 
but a new' man was hired 
recently. It still did not leave 
enough manpower to look 
after game problems In 
the north. 

Game guides, he said, are 
reporting thefts of equipment 
which could only be moved by 
people using helicopters or 
snowmobiles, and the RC$fP 
did not have the proper 
vehicles to do anything about 
the problem.

The non-confidence motion 
Was defeated in the RA by a 
Vote of 23 to 14. 

His Belief 

Russell Freethy,. a third- 
year arts student and a close 
fecond in the presidential 
flections earlier this year, 
presented the motion to the 
Wednesday general meeting, 
saying, "It. has taken me 
quite a . long time to come to 
the decision that I can no 
longer support Ian McKinnon 
|s Alma Mater Society presi¬ 
dent " 

Freethy told the audience, 
VI sincerely believe that since 
he has taken office, McKinnon 
has done everything in his 
power to hinder whatever the 
fteering committee has 
gone." 

The steering committee was 
formed by the RA to co¬ 
ordinate student protests over 
ttie non-renewal of cwjfract of 
12 UVic faculty members. 

"He has never attempted to 
get information from the 
steering committee." Freethy 
|aid "He has never tried to 
get the positions of the 12 
{teachers who are involved, 
t "He has jeopardized every 
positive action the students 
Have made." 

Jim Hamilton, a second- 
gear arts student, accused 
McKinnon of "continual con¬ 
tradictions, unwise press re¬ 
leases. and shadowy back¬ 
ground dealings’ ’with the 
gdministration. 


"We can’t have a united 
student front when he makes 
public statements in . opposi¬ 
tion to student motions," 
Hamilton said* 

Paddy More, a theatre 
student, told the students he 
couldn’t advise them which 
way to vote, hut said "when 
we had a problem in the 
theatre department. Mr. 
McKinnon at no* time tried to 
consult with us to find out 
what the situation was." 

••’•What v ls he doing as 
president if he doesn't help 
students with problems?" 

Letter Read 

Other students were critical 
of McKinnon, but stressed 
that to depose him at this 
time would create a further 
division of studeltTs on 
campus and .detract from the 
main issue of the 12 faculty 
members. 

McKinnon defended himself 
by reading a letter he sent to 
the UVic board of governors 
conveying the results of a 
student referendum Friday, 
asking "that the wishes of the 
student body be carried out." 

McKinnon told the audience 
he would push for' Bruce 


Partridge s resignation a * 
president of the university 
and urge the board to accept 
CAUT proposals for an ex¬ 
ternal tribunal to examine the 
cases of three .of the 12 
faculty members, as the 
Friday referendum* called 
for. 

He drew c considerable 
applause from the audience 
when he satd it was a time 
"for students to forget per¬ 
sonal differences, and to act • 
as closely as we can in the 
best interests of the univer¬ 
sity." 

Students on both sides were 
obviously relieved when the 
vote was taken to end what 
had been termed a "a public 
execution" and "a drawing 
and quartering session."

She is the B.C. co-ordinator 
for the United Farm Workers 
Union, a young American in 
her mid-20s first sent to 
Vancouver about two years 
ago to organize grape boycott 
activities. When that ended, 
she switched to fight for 

lettuce. 

"It’s essentially the same 
issue," said Pam. “It's still 
the United Farm Workers 
under Cesar Chavez, and It’s 
still a battle for decent 
working conditions and a 
living w a ge for field 
workers " 

She said lettuce workers, 
largely poverty-ridden Mexi 
can-Americans in the Salinas. 
Calif., area, are subjected to 
deadening stoop lalior at 
erratic wages, work that 
often disables a man after 
just tour to six years in the 
fields 

"There are oilen no sani¬ 
tary facilities, and the people 
including children - wink 
among pesUcides that make 
them vomit and turn up 
strange illnesses 

"We got rid of many of 
these abuses lor grape 


workers And w* want the 
same thing here " 

The way the public can 
help, said Pam, is simply not 
to buy lettuce — unless it’s 
marked with the United Farm 
Workers union label. a flag 
tearing an Aztec eagle. Also, 
she said, shoppers might ask 
store managers to order union 
lettuce. It costs no more 
Sounds simple enough, but 
where the grape strike was a 
nice, straightforward affair 
i"Just don’t buy any 
grapes"), the lettuce boycott 
has ail kinds of complications. 
.For one thing, said Pam. 
some lettuce is getting into 
stores with a union label on it 
but from a local of the 
Teamsters Union, which she 
claims signed "sweetheart" 
contracts with the growers 
Then, when Use Teamsters 


dropped the contracts upder 
pressure, a national news 
release last week announced 
that the entire lettuce boycott 
was over. 

Ail of which meant more 
trouble for Para, who then 
had to hustle around telling 
everybody that no. the news 
was not correct, and yes. the 
boycott was still going, and 
all the rest of it. 

Poor ok! lettuce. It can’t 
even get a boycott right. By 
the time this is all over, Pam 
Smith may never be able to 
eat a salad again. 

She’ll have to get by on 
grapes.

J. R. Bums, acting chief of 
the market outlook section of 
the federal agriculture de¬ 
partment, says Imports of 
processed mushrooms, par¬ 
ticularly from Taiwan and 
China, have Increased much 
faster than Canadian produc¬ 
tion. 


Ha believes the Canadian 
market, because of a renewed 
interest in gourmet cooking 
and aa increasing population, 
will continue to expand and 
that Canada’s mushroom pro¬ 
ducers can adjust to fin the 


Mr. Bums says mushroom 
production requires a lot of 
labor which in Canada is 
specialised and costly. 

“In Taiwan, the cost of this 
labor is low.” 

But because the Industry's 
labor costs ap high, Mr. 
Bums says canned imports 
from China and Taiwan prob¬ 
ably will increase, reducing 
the Canadian demand for 
processed mushrooms and 
retarding the growth possibili¬ 
ties of the industry- 


The production of mush¬ 
rooms increased 23.8 per cent 
to 29.6 million pounds In 1968 
compared with 11.3 million 
pounds in 1984. 

But Imports of fresh mush¬ 
rooms totalled 3.2 million 
pounds in 1M8-70 — mainly 
from the United States, and 
imports of canned mushrooms 
reached 19.3 million pounds. 


The Canadian Mushroom 
Growers Association says its 
members will be able to 
supply future increases in 
demand because they can 
expand their facilities quickly, 
increased mechanisation and 
the already-high level of 
scientific technology. 


Mr. Burns emphasizes all 
domestic production is con¬ 
sumed in Canada and there 
have been no exports — 
either fresh or canned. 

The area of mushroom beds 
decreased t o 3.8 million 
square feet In 1968 from 4-1 
million square feet in 1964 
although the total area has 
decreased slightly, harvesting 
has Increased because pro¬ 
ducers are taking off more 
than two crops a year. 

Increased yields have also 
increased productivity and 
efficiency in the industry. The 
average reach a high of 2.5 
pounds for each square foot in 
1967. compared with 1.8 
pounds in 1964, but dropped 
slightly to^.2 pounds in 1969. 

Mushrooms are produced in 
all areas of Canada with 
Ontario being the largest 
producer followed by Quebec 
and British Columbia. 

“The Prairies and the Mari¬ 
time! also grow mushrooms 
but on a' much smaller 
scale.”

-mean enough to hold up the king of clubs, t^e solution is 
quite easy. Instead of ptoying the A-Q of the suit you 
lead the queen! 

If the opponents take it with the king, you easily 
make thg contract.

Go down to Kew in lilac tjine, 

In lilac time. in lilac lime; 

Go down to Kew in lilac time - 
(It isn’t far from London!! 

And you shall wander hand inland 
With love in summer's wonder- 


season of bloom and are worthwhile in 
their own right for their beauty and 
fragrance. 

Lilacs like a deep, loamy soil and 
appreciate a fair amount of lime, 
preferably the coarse, long-lasting pul¬ 
verized limestone which can l>e added 
to the planting site at the rate of two 
cupfuls per square yard. Established 
bushes will appreciate a surface 
dressing in the same amount every 
third year, scattered over the whole 
root run and scratched in shallowly. 

While lilacs are perfectly hardy and 
survive even in our Prairie provinces, 
they will not bloom profusely if planted 
in a drafty spot — watch nut for those 
locations where the wind whistles 
around the comer of the house - nor in 
a place where they don't get enough 
sunshine to ripen their wood. 

Don't expect too much of a lilac In 
Its first two seasons - it'll be the third 
year before your investment starts 
paying really handsome dividends. For 
best results, the faded blossoms should 
he cut away when flowering is over and 
before they have a chance to set seed. 
This is not only for appearance the 
dead brown seed pods are anything hut 
attractive — but also for the health and 


well-being of the bush, for seed-making 
is an enormous strain on any plant. 

This dead-heading Is a tedious and 
monotonous chore where a big, prolific 
lilac bush Is concerned, but it is 
definitely worthwhile The cuts are 
made Just above the pointa where buds 
are forming in the axils pf the leaves, 
ready to form next year's flowering 
shoots. 

For the connoisseur, quite a few new 
lilacs have been bred of'recent years, 
including a late-flowering variety called 
Royalty, a dwarf * little leaf'' variety 
thet never grows taller than three feet, 
and some real beauties developed by 
the late Dr. Isabella Preston of Ottawa. 
Somewhere along the way, though, the 
modem lilacs have lost much of their 
old-time fragrance and I prefer the 
gorgeous, blowsy, sweetly-scented kinds 
our grandmothers grew. 

Mme. Lemoine has massive blooms 
of the purest white, fully double. J. C. 
van Thol is a single white with probably 
more fragrance than any other variety. 
Charles Joly is a double-flowered lilac 
in a grand dark red shade, while 
Souvenir de Louis Spaeth is my own 
particular favorite, with very large 
trusses of single deep red blossoms.

The lilac, immortalized in song end 
beloved the world over — whether in 
the massed plantings at Kew or as a 
New England dooryard shrub - has a 
fragrance and a purity of beauty that 
makes it a "must" for every garden, 
large or small. 

But lovely as it is during its season 
of bloom, when out of flower it has 
something of a dullness of foliage and a 
gaunt, leggy habit of growth that calls 
for some intelligent pruning and some 
screening of the lower |iart of the hush 
with a lower-growing lime-lover or lime- 
tolerant plant. 

A good subject for this purpose is 
Viburnum carlesii, which revels in the 
same soil conditions as the lilac and 
which can he held to a height of alx>ut 
three feet, thereby masking the base of 
the lilac. The flowers, too, extend the

VANDENBERG AFB, Cali/. (UPlt A 
Car.adian-built satellite carrying 12 ex|»eriments 
to study the ionosphere from space was launched 
Wednesday night front this coastal aerospace 
base. 

Called the ISIS-B. the 582-pound satellite Is the 
largest and most advanced ■ ionospheric space¬ 
craft yet developed. 

The satellite was put aloft at 6:57 p.ui. PST 
atop a three-stage NASA rocket a^d officials said 
the launch was “very successful." 

The ionoe|)here consists of layers which are 
electrically charged, primarily by radiation from 
cosmic rays. The density of electrons in the 
lower layers has a direct effect on radio 
transmissions. 

Bight of the exjieriments aboard the ISIS were 
Canadian and four were United States’ projects 
Hie communications research centre far Ottawa 
is responsible for the Canadian portion of the 
program. 

Among the benefits to be gained from a better 
understanding ol the ionosphere might- lie an 
improvement in long range radio transmission, of 
particular advantage in Canada’s vast, sparsely 
populated northern area. 

ISIS-B is a successor to Canada s Aiouettes I 
and n, and ISIS I. all still reporting back to 
Barth. 

The first Alouette was launched in 1662 and is 
still working, although its batteries have 
deteriorated and its transmissions are limited to 
.'!0 minutes a day. It is the world's longest 
functioning space satellite 

ISIS-B cost Canadian taxpayers more than $7 
million and pushed die total ionosphere satellite 
program s|fending to about $25 million. _

City administrator D. Rat- I 
cliffe said the value of the 
bylaw is "limited by the 
content of the information 
given by hotel guests to the 
operator of the premises, who 
obviously is in no position to 
question the validity of the 
information. 

“It is impossible for a 
register to be kept of persons 
visiting guests at- a hotel or 
motel, as asked for in the 
letter. Neither is there any 
legislative authority for com¬ 
pelling anyone to do so," 
Ratcliffe said. 

At present there Is no 
bylaw in effect in Courtenay I 
which compels guest registra¬ 
tion. but most hotels and 
motels do so for their own 
records.
